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SHALL I BECOME A BASIL!AN ?

WHAT’S IT ALL ABOUT? 

This business of becoming a Basilian — what's it all about? It hap¬ 
pens to be a very important business. The business of a Basilian is to become 
a saint and to help other people become saints too. 

“Count me out,” we might hear you say, “I’m not very saintly — in 
fact I don’t think becoming a saint sounds very interesting to me.” And so 
you’re tempted to go off — another vocation frustrated. But hold on, dear 
reader, aid we’ll show you just how interesting this business of becoming a 
saint can be! 

WELL, HOW DO YOU BEGIN? 

Very easily. In the first place you must respond to God’s grace — this 
little grace that has been tugging at your heart for some time; the one that 
told you this might be very interesting to you — the very thing that you 
wanted; if you read it; that one that told you that you would “like doing that” 
the last time you were watching the priest saying Mass. Yes, all these and 
many other little thinks add up to prove that Jesus is really whispering to 
your heart. Somehow you just know He’s there — near you. But still, “How 
can I be sure; how do I know He wants me to become a priest, a brother — 
a Basilian ? 

NO BLINDING FLASH 

Well, in the first place you can be almost sure that no angel with flaming 
sword will appear to you in the middle of the night telling you that you have 
vocation to the religious life. Christ’s call is always a gentle call, gentle, but 
still a challenge- It can only be answered by a courageous heart. A heart that 
loves Him for Himself, loves His Church for all it is and all it stands for, 
and burns with an intense desire to bring Him souls. Perhaps this is a little 
difficult to understand, but don’t let it worry you. A short talk with any 
priest should straighten you out. He’ll soon know whether Be is calling 
you, whether you have noble ideals, whether you want to do something BIG 
for Christ. 

WHAT IT TAKES 

It takes a man to become a Basilian, it takes courage and plenty of fight. 
Before he is allowed to show himself before the world, he must undergo long 
years of gruelling study and preparation. Then the missionary labour of a 
Basilian are usually arduous. His is a missionary life — a life of sacrifice. 
Yet in spite of its difficulties the life of a Basilian is never alone. He is 
surrounded by companions who are willing to lighten his burden, to cheer 
him up when the going becomes harder, who in countless little ways show 
their love and common brotherhood. If the Basilians have any one particular 
characteristic it is that feature of “brotherly love.” That is their watch-word- 
“Behold how good and how pleasant it is for the brethern to dwell together 
in unity,” so wrote David in his psalms- These words have been the Basilians 
Motto and guiding principle since St. Basil the founder gave them 1600 
years ago. It is impossible to find a group of Basilians together and not find 
laughter, gaiety, good fellowship and good companionship among them. 
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DEVELOPING AN EFFECTIVE PERSONALITY

“Every man has three characteristics: that which he ex¬ 
hibits, that which he has and that which he thinks has 
has.” — Alphonse Karr 


Personality consists of those characteristics which we “exhi¬ 
bit” to others. 

“Persona” was the mask which the Greek actor wore or held 
before his face to portray more effectively the character or part 
he wished to play. Personality is the sum total of the things we 
do as observed by other people. The effect may be good or bad. 
This sometimes has little to do with what we really are. For in¬ 
stance a person may be an intellectual giant and possess a high 
I.Q. but his personality quitient P.Q. may be nil — he may be trag¬ 
ically incapable of getting along with people. 

It has been demonstrated, however, that personality can be 
materially improved. We have discovered that personality can 
be developed by training just as the mind can,” says Prof. Link, 
Director of the Psychological Service Center in New York City. 
Certainly the errors we make in meeting and dealing with people 
because of bad personal traits can be largely corrected. It is just 
as important as anything heretofore discussed. “Personality will 
actually carry you further than college degrees, ‘puli’, gift of gab, 
lucky breaks or any of the other advantages that are supposed to 
be so valuable.” says Dr. Louis Bisch. Certainly it is important 
to leadership in any field. But it cannot be developed by reading 
books, or “thinking” yourself into it. You must find some activ¬ 
ity into which you can enter with enthusiasm, where you are 
required to meet people. Certainly there is no better laboratory 
for correcting personality defects than in the UCY. Directing or 
participating in the UCY is worth the time and effort even if you 
do nothing more than improve your personality. 

Modern psychology teaches that each of us is born with cer¬ 
tain talents which can be made more effective by training. What 
has been theretofore regarded as accidental good fortune has been 
proven, as already suggested, to be within reach of most pople if 
they are willing to cultivate, a combination of habits and techni¬ 
ques necessary for an attractive personality. As a girl, Mrs. 
Franklin D. Rooseveldt was so painfully awkward that her mother 
nicknamed her ‘Granny’. Then some friend took her by the hand 
and showed her many things which she could do for the world: 
her self-consciousness was transformed into a desire to do these 
things; she became interested in people; today she posssses one 
of the most interesting personalities in the world. 
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An effective personality may be defined as the ability to inter¬ 
est and influence other people. The first step in attempting to 
develop your possibilities is to analyze the important qualities 
which have come to be regarded as necessary for an effective per- 
_sonality. These have been analyzed variously. The writer reduc¬ 
es them to a sense of fairness, originality, liveliness and a pleas¬ 
ant voice. 

For the purpose of the UCY the most important items in such 
an analysis are outlined as follows: 

Character trait 

1. Liking others 

2. Personal attractiveness 
(ability to captivate) 

3. Self-control 

4. Sincerity 

5. Confidence

(a) consideration for others’ 
ings 

(b) courtesy 

(c) fairness 

(d) saying the right thing 

(e) generosity 

(a) good posture and carriage 

(b) enthusiasm 

(c) well-dressed appearance 

(d) a pleasant voice 

(e) sense of humor 

(a) willingness to work 

(b) stick-to-it-iveness 

6. Last but not least, practice the great Commandment as given 
us by Jesus Christ: “Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 

These are the fundamentals of an all-round personality. Take 
an inventory of yourself. First, be sure that you possess the 
fundamental trait or else cultivate it in a larger measure. How¬ 
ever, some people possess these traits without even being able to 
fully express them. Expressing them is just as important as 
possessing them, otherwise they are useless in this world. Check 
the points in which you are weak and settle down to develop them 
at very possible opportunity. By an examination of each one of 
the points indicated, you will find that it has a direct application 
to group leadership within the UCY.

MARRIAGE IS A VOCATION 


One of the many wrong ideas peo¬ 
ple have about marriage today is that 
married life is simply a more con¬ 
venient and pleasurable way of liv¬ 
ing than living alone. That idea, too, 
is one of the many reasons why young 
people often marry hastily, with less 
planned preparation than they would 
employ before going on an all-day 
picnic. As in the case of the picnic, 
their one purpose is pleasure. To put 
it another way, all straight, sensible 
thinking is drowned by the flood of 
what they think is love, but many 
times is simply the sacred and won¬ 
derful gift of sex-attraction which 
God gave them to use as the founda¬ 
tion on which to build the lasting 
friendship which is called love. 

Getting married is not a MUST. 
Getting married is a matter of choice. 
It is a matter of intelligently and 


freely choosing a way of life that 
has been offered by God to all the 
members of the human race. Getting 
married is an answer to an invitation 
from God; and in this sense, we can 
say that marriage is a vocation, and 
that all who enter married life are 
answering a particular call from God. 
A man or woman who have the right 
idea of marriage will enter married 
life because they are convinced that 
God wants them to save their souls 
and serve Him as married people. 

When they marry, a man and a 
woman make a solemn promise to 
help each other to live happily accor¬ 
ding to God’s plan for married people 
and to help each other to get to hea¬ 
ven. They bind themselves to care 
for their children and do all they can 
to help their children bring their 
souls safely back to God. 
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The ritual or book of the marriage 
ceremony impresses the sacredness of 
the sacrament of marriage upon the 
young couple and upon all who are 
present for the ceremony when it dir¬ 
ects the officiating priest to address 
these words to the man and woman 
about to deceive the sacrament of 
matrimony: 

■“My dear friends: You are entering 
into a union which is most sacred and 
serious. Sacred, because it has been 
planned and offered to you by God- 
Serious, because it will bind you to¬ 
gether in a relationship so close and 
so intimate, that it will deeply influ¬ 
ence your whole life. This future 
which you face, with its hopes and 
disappointments, its successes and its 
failures, its pleasures and its pains, 
its joy and its sorrow, is hidden from 
you now. You know that all these 
things come into the life of every¬ 
body and therefore they are to be 
expected in yours — in that life 
which you now begin together. You 
do not know what lies before you; 
nevertheless, you take each other for 
better or for worse, for richer or 
poorer, in sickness and in health, un¬ 
til death.” 

Begin your married life by the vol¬ 
untary and complete surrender of 
your individual lives for the sake of 
that deeper and wider life which you 
are to live together. From now on 
you belong entirely to each other. 
You will be one: one in mind, one in 
heart, and one in affection. What¬ 
ever sacrifices you may be asked to 
make in your married life in order to 
preserve your life together, always 
make them generously. Sacrifice is 
always hard and trying. Only love 
can make it easy, and perfect love can 


make it a joy- Our willingness to sac¬ 
rifice is always measured by our 
love. And when love is perfect, the 
sacrifice is complete. 

No greater blessing can come to 
your married life than pure wedded 
love, loyal always, always true, as 
long as ljfe shall last.

THE HISTORY 
OF UKRAINE 

The period from 1517 to 1596 is the 
darkest in Ukraine’s Church history 
The king of Poland practically ruled 
the Church, appointing bishops and 
selling the ecclesiastical dignities to 
unworthy officials. The brotherhoods 
of the towns arrogated to themselves 
the right to dictate to the Bishops 
how to conduct their offices, attempt¬ 
ing even to reform the local priest¬ 
hood- The emissaries of the Patriarch 
of Constantinople came often to Uk¬ 
raine to collect money necessary to 
pay the Sultan, who became master 
of the Byzantine empire in 1453. 

The Ukraine Bishops, in order to 
free themselves from Byzantine con¬ 
trol and from the humiliating sub¬ 
jection to the Polish government, re¬ 
solved to break with the Patriarchs 
and submit themselves to the Pope. 

The Union was accomplished on 
condition that the discipline and the 
Rite of the Ukrainian Church remain 

unchanged. 

P'otius, Metropolitan of Kiev, was 
the “Father of reunion.” Rutsky, his 
successor, was its “Great Organizer.” 
Saint Josaphat was its “Martyr” slain 
by his separated brethren on Nov¬ 
ember 12, 1623. 
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The newly concluded Union met 
with powerful enemies: Poles and 
Russians. 

Poland did not wish a Union, which 
made the Ukrainian church indep¬ 
endent from civil interference. The 
union, however, was able to secure a 
new religious and national revival for 
the Ukrainian people. 

Moscow, attempting to take the 
place of Constantinople and control 
the Slav nations formerly subject to 
the Patriarch, could not favor the re¬ 
union of the Ukrainian Church with 
Rome. 

In spite of all difficulties and per¬ 
secutions the Union with the Holy 
See was steadily gaining the sym¬ 
pathy of the population. 

The Popes were the only friends of 
the Ukrainian people in their strug¬ 
gle against the enemies of the Union- 
Pope Clement XIII sent a Breve to 
the Polish king; “Your Majesty 
knows well how much we love the 
Ruthenian Bishops as our brothers 
in Christ. W ; e recommend and ask you 
to observe the pacts and to keep the 
promises that were made to them, 
when they were united with us.” 

Urban VIII issued a Breve to the 
Archbishop of Gniezno in 1628 where 
he wrote: We are compelled to com¬ 
plain about the injuries, that this 
faithful Union is enduring because of 
the Catholics.” 

The Ukrainian Church would prob¬ 
ably have succeeded in gathering all 
Ukrainians into the bosom of Cathol¬ 
icism had not Russia occupied Ukraine 
after the collapse of Poland in 1795. 

The Russian occupation of Ukra¬ 
ine started a cruel martyrdom of the 
Ukrainion Catholic Church. 

Moscow destroyed the Kozack’s 


Sich, abolished the office of Hetman 
and reduced Ukraine to a Russian 
province. 

Peter the Great, Catherine I, Nic¬ 
holas I destroyed the Ukrainian Cath¬ 
olic hierarchy, exiled hundreds of 
priests to Siberia and persecuted the 
faithful, who refused to join the 
Russion Orthodox Church.

No one has ever seen God. If we love one another, God abides 
in us and his love is perfect in us. 

In this we know that we abide in Him and He in us, because 
He has given us of His Spirit. 

And we have seen, and do testify, that the Father has sent his 
Son to be Savior of the world. 

Whoever confesses that Jesus is the Son of God, God abides in 
him and He is God. 

And we have come to know, and ha T_ e believed the love that 
God has in our behalf. God is love, and he who abides in love 
abides in God, and God in him . 

In this is love perfected with us, that we may have confidence 
in the day of judgment; because as He is, even so are we also in 
this world. 

There is no fear in love; but perfect lore casts out fear, be¬ 
cause fear brings punishment and he who fears is not perfect in 
love. 

I et us therefore love, because God first loved us. 

If anyone says, ‘I love God,” and hates his brother, he is a 
liar. For how can he who does not love his brother, whom he sees, 
love God, whom he does not see ? 

And this commandment we have from him, that he who loves 
God should love his brother also. 

St. John 4:7-21. 

The above quotation is only one of the passages we can find 
in the bible. Some Catholics are not familiar with their bible and 
I am sure it is because they do not understand the value, guidance 
and comfort they could receive from it. In fact, there is a special 
indulgence given to anyone reading the bible every day. 

Have you a bible in your home? If not, why not get one as a 
gift to your family ? 

Precisely what is the Bible ? It is the collection of books 
officially recognized by the Catholic Church as containing ;he 
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Inspired Word of God. The Bible is divided into the Old and New 
Testaments. The Old Testaments records the dealing of God and 
His Chosen people before the coming of the Messiah supplying us 
with the history, prophicies and aspirations of those people. 

The New Testament which was written after the coming of 
Jesus Christ show us the fulfillment of God’s promises and the 
final covenant between God and His creatures through His Son, 
Jesus Christ. The first four books contain the life story of Christ 
which were written by Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. In addition, 
there are books written by the Apostles giving authoritive infor¬ 
mation on many points of Christian belief and conduct. These 
books were carefully preserved and handed down to each gener¬ 
ation. 

The common language of the Jews in 250 BC was Greek and 
at this time the Old Testament was translated into Greek which 
was used by Christ, His Apostles and the early Christians. 

The council of Catholic Bishops at Carthage in 397 A.D. de¬ 
termined which were and which were not to be numbered among 
the inspired books of the New Testament. This decision which was 
approved by the Vicar of Christ, the Pope, gave the first clear and 
undisputed list of all 27 New Testament Books, which, together 
with the 46 Old Testament Books, inherited from the Jews, made up 
the Bible for the Catholic Church from that day until this. 

Jerone, the Scripture scholar translated the Bible into Latin 
in the fourth century which was known as the “Vulgate” version. 
Catholic monks and scholars made copies of it which was both slow 
and laboriously produced. In 1440 when the printing with move- 
able type was first invented the first and famous publication was 
the Vulgate — the celebrated Gutenberg Bible. 

The Catholic scholars translated the bible still further into 
German, English, Spanish, Italian, etc. With the continued pro¬ 
gress of printing the bible is available to all. Therefore, let us 
strive to read our bible more faithfully and especially make the 
effort to read more during lent. You are a UCY member, why not 
set a good example to your family ?

Restricting the question to man, 
what does Catholic dogma say con¬ 
cerning his evolution ? 

It says that his soul is certainly 
not the result of evolution, but that 
it is immediately created by God. 
There is no dogma concerning the 
precise mode of formation in regard 
to his body- But the Church stands 
to the ordinary teaching that his 
body has not evolved from lower be¬ 
ings, but that it also was produced 
by the special intervention of God. 
The idea that the body of man has 
evolved from lower animals is scient¬ 
ifically and philosophically highly 
improbable, and it cannot be held 
with either safety or prudence. 
Science has proved nothing concern¬ 
ing the origin of man’s body and is 
merely in the conjectural stage. And 
in view of the mind of the Church, 
no Catholic would be justified in 
denying the literal Biblical account. 
If he may not deny it, must he there¬ 
fore believe it ? He must accept it 


as more probable than the evolution¬ 
ary hypotheses. Presumption stands 
for the literal sense until the con¬ 
trary has been demonstrated-

What is the Rosary? 

The Rosary is a special form of de¬ 
votion to Mary. One takes a set of 
beads, divided into five sections, each 
section consisting of one large bead 
and ten small ones. Holding the large 
bead, one says the Our Father, and 
on each of the small ones, the Hail 
MaTy. Between each section or de¬ 
cade the Gloria is said. Whilst say¬ 
ing the prayers ,one meditates or 
thinks of the joys, or sorrows, or 
glories of Christ’s life and of that of 
His Mother. It is a very beautiful 
form of prayer.
